Evening Groups to 
Discuss Authors 


In the writers of today future historians 
will seek the spirit and temper of our times. 
What have these writers thought and felt of 
our civilization and the people who compose 
it? What new methods of expression have 
they evolved to communicate their experience 
of modern life? In their Evening Study Group 
course entitled “Writers of the 20th Cen- 
tury,” commencing Wednesday evening, 
January 15, at 8.40, Scott H. Paradise and 
Alan R. Blackmer of the Phillips academy 
faculty will discuss important authors of the 
20th century from the point of view of their 
art and of their thought. Among writers 
treated will be the dramatists George Bernard 
Shaw and Eugene O'Neill, the biographer 
Lytton Strachey, the poets John Masefield, 
Robert Frost, Edward Arlington Robinson, 
and T. S. Eliot, and the German novelist 
Thomas Mann, It is suggested that for full 
enjoyment of the course, before each meeting 
members of the group should read one im- 
portant work of the author to be discussed. 
Reading recommended for the first hour: 
Robert Frost’s “North of Boston,” or his 
“Collected Poems.” 

Many people today are feeling the need of 
further training in clear, accurate, and force- 
ful expression of their ideas, both for business 
purposes and for their own pleasure. To the 
members of the Evening Study Group 
registered for Emory S. Basford’s course, 
“Effective Writing,” Mr. Basford will offer 
opportunity for individual practice in the use 
of good English. In addition to discussing 
common errors, he will show how to organize 
material, how to paragraph, and how to shape 
thought into effective sentences. Suggestions 
will also be made concerning the proper use 
of the dictionary and the best ways in which 
to build up the vocabulary which everyone 
would like to have at his command. Those 
taking this course should be willing to spend 
an hour a week in outside preparation,

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Remove the Toll Charge 

The subject of the five-cent toll charge 
for calls to Lawrence, Methuen and 
North Andover has come up frequently 
in the past ten years, but so far nothing 
very satisfactory to the people of An- 
dover has resulted from the various 
studies of the matter. The only com- 
promise the telephone company has 
offered was a limited service arrange- 
ment which proved useless to the great 
majerity cf those who use their tele- 
phones to any extent. 

There really can be no gocd justifiea- 
tion for the toll charge for calls to the 
neighboring communities. The service in 
Andover should be just the same as in 
North Andover o1 in Methuen; if there 
is no extia charge for calls among the 
three neighboring communities, there 
should be no extra charge for calls from 
Andover to the other three communities, 
and the people in those three places 
should not have te pay extia to call 
Andover. 

Polls have been taken, but not a 
single one has given any consideration to 
the persons in the other three communi- 
ties who would benefit by the change. 
North Andover in particular has many 
residents interested in affairs and per- 
sons in Andover, and certainly they 
should be consulted. The toll charges 
from Andover to the neighboring towns, 
and the toll charges to Andover from 
those towns, must amount to a very 
large sum in a year’s time. Lt is a profit 
which the company should not make, 
since it is not based on any sound busi- 
ness reasoning. It seems just an arbi- 
trary charge. 

The plan which was suggested just 
about four years ago has been taken up 
by a few persons in Andover, but it 
really proved a very inadequate solution 
of the problem. It gave free service to 
Lawrence, but it limited the total 
number of calls in or out of Andover per 
month in such a way that anybody who 
used their telephone on the average of 
more than once a day would find it im- 
practical. And there are very few of us 
who don’t make more than thirty calls a 
month; if we don’t, we're not getting out 
of our telephone the service to which 
even the basic charge alone entitles us. 

Andover deserves something better 
than this meager concession. The tele- 
phone company, to prove that it is 
really interested ip public — service,

should make a more sincere effort to 
adjust the rate schedule more in accord- 
ance with the needs of the Andover sub- 
scribers. 


No Real **New” Tax Source 


“This plan will ease the tax burden,” 
So say our politicians whenever they 
find any so-called new tax source. The 
only trouble is there is no “new"’ tax 
source; the only real source is your 
pocketbook and cur pocketbook. Wheth- 
er the levy a tax on real estate or on sales, 
it’s you and we that have to pay it 
eventually. That there is really only only 
one way to reduee the tax burden—by 
reducing governmental costs—is well 
shown in the following editorial from a 
recent issue of the Banker and Trades- 
man: 

The tax bill recommended by the special 
committee of the Massachusetts Legislature 
is an admirable analysis of the complex tax 
situation but 
It misses entirely the following fundamentals: 

1. The total tax burden on the people of 
the State is not lightened. It is increased. 

2. The crying need is fora reduction of gov- 
ernmental costs. 

3. To relieve real estate of part of its bur- 
den is desirable, but to burden the real estate 
owner with higher taxes on his income and 
with new taxes on the things he has and does, 
nullifies the relief. 

4. Every tax, no matter what its form, lays 
an added burden on every citizen, high or 
low, rich or poor. The politicians have cloud- 
ed this issue for years. They can do so no 
longer. 

5. The one path to an easier tax situation 
is through decreased expenditures. There is 
no other. 

6. It is not the “kind” of taxation that is 
throttling business, it is the sum total of all 
taxes. 

7. The committee's report, suggesting new 
and un-tapped reservoirs of tax money, will 
simply urge the Legislature on to greater 
spending 

8. We have all fallen into the habit of 
thinking of taxes in terms of our own immedi- 
ate tax bills, forgetting that we all pay, in 
addition, part of the taxes that are assessed 
against “the other fellow.” The politicians 
play on this forgetfulness of ours and the 
grand total rises, rises, rises. 

The committee has done its job well. In all 
sincerity we applaud their attempt. Their job 
was to find new tax sources so that the spend- 


| ing could go on. They've done so. All that the 


citizens have to do is pay and pay and pay. 
Would that the committee had had the 

courage to write its report in three words: 
“Cut down expenditures!”

T - Hold Exam for 
Vale’s Postmaster 


Civil Service Commission An- 
nounces Competitive Exam— 
Must Be Vale Resident 


Po fill the vacancy in the position of post- 
master in Ballardvale, the United States 
Civil Service commission has announced, at 
the request of the Postmaster General and in 
accordance with an order of the President, an 
open competitive examination. 

lo be eligible for the examination, an 
applicant must be a citizen of the United 
States, must reside within the delivery of the 
post office for which the examination is held, 
must have so resided for at least one year 
next preceding the date set for close of 
receipt of applications, must be in good 
physical condition, and within the prescribed 
age limits. The ocmpetition is cpen to both 
men and women. 

Under the terms of the executive order, the 
Civil Service Commission will certify to the 
Postmaster General the names of the highest 
three qualified eligibles, if as many as three 
ure lified, from which the Postmaster 
General may select one for nomination by the 
President. Confirmation by the Senate is the 
final action. 

\pplicants will be required to assemble in 
an examination room for scholastic tests, and 
will also be rated on their education and 
business experience and fitness. The Civil 
Service Commission will make inquiry among 
tepresentative business and professional men 
and women of the community concerning the 

perience, ability, and character of each 
ipplicant, and the evidence thus secured will 
be considered in determining the ratings to be 
assigned to the applicants, 

The Commission states that presidential 
postmasters are not in the classified civil 
service and that its duties in connection 
with appointments to such positions are to 
hold examinations and to certify the results 
to the Postmaster General.
